2. Applicant's response must specifically indicate which claims (from claims 46-105 
filed July 4, 2004) read on Species I (Figures 1-4), Sub-species I (Figure 5), and Sub- 
species III (Figure 6). Applicant's submission that "the very first claim is a generic claim 
that supports the application despite any election and restriction requirement" is 
insufficient and does not fully respond to the requirement sent on March 29, 2005.
